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Farm ponds impound surplus run-oFf water and provide water for livestock in areas of deficient rainfall. In 
addition^ ponds make desirable areas for recreational and wildlife development. If ponds are not to become 
mere silting basins^ it is important that erosion-control practices be instituted on their drainage areas. 

Where possible^ the drainage area should include only pasture or woodland.
